Walking in the Spirit 

To be spiritual does not mean to 
be impractical. Those “who walk not 
after. the flesh, but after the Spirit” 
(Rom, 8:1) should not be characterized 
by visionary ideas that won't work, un- 
willingness to help others in the drudg- 
ery of life, and carelessness as to others’ 
feelings. One of the shortest summaries 
of how to live the Christian life, and 
yet one that is full of rich meaning, is 
Paul’s exhortation: “Walk in the Spirit, 
and ye shall not fulfil the lust of the 
flesh” (Gal. 5:16). This is not visionary 
or merely mystical, but intensely prac- 
tical. How could it be otherwise, when 
it is God’s best will for every believer? 
A man who truly walks in the Spirit 
will show certain very definite things, 
as, for example, these seven: It will be 
his habit’ to (1) study his Bible daily; 


(2) take time for private prayer; (3) 
have family worship in his home; (4) 
attend church and Sunday school; (5) 


give systematically to the Lord’s work; 
(6) witness to others and be a helper 
in church, Sunday school, or other 
Christian work; (7) be hospitable as far 
as his means permit. He will also be 
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careful not to be late for appointments, 
so as not to waste other people’s time; 
and not talk too long, either in con- 
versation, a committee, or on the plat- 
form, lest he tire other people to such 
an extent that the effect of his argu- 
ment or message is spoiled. He will be 
scrupulously careful in ‘money matters, 
repaying small and large loans; he will 
guard his tongue, which no man can 
tame, but which the Spirit can. He will 
seek to please men only in so far as 
it will be to God’s glory, and not to the 
extent of being -deflected from doing 
God’s will for him. The mainspring of 
his life will not be love of money, or 
power, or fame, but the will of God. 
His rule of life will be the Scriptures, 
and his ultimate aim the glory of God. 
If he is not easy to get along with, it 
is not the fault of the Spirit, but rather 
some outcroppings of his own depraved, 
persistent, human nature. Who could 
not live and work happily with some- 
one who really showed, at all times, this 
attractive and varied fruit of the Spirit: 
“Love, joy, peace, longsuffering, gentle- 
ness, goodness, faith, meekness, temper- 
ance”? (Gal, 5:22, 23.) 
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The Spur and the Bridle 


LESSON of major importance for 
A the child of God to learn in this 

“hurry-worry-bury” world of ours 
is the need for balance, 

All too few in number are those spir- 
itual Christians who have been taught 
of God to discern the extremes. It seems 
that if Satan cannot tempt us in one 
way, he will strive to reach us in an- 
other — anything to keep us from lead- 
ing a happy, Spirit-led life. 

As we consider the Body of Christ 
with an unprejudiced eye, we see so 
many examples of this. The Christian 
life is a holiday to some, and a holy 
day to others. Some folks are “down

light-hearted. 


while others are too 
Some have no time for 
the separated life, while others are 
ascetic. Some are so tactful that they 
seldom get a word in for the Lord, while 
others are so blunt and blustering that 
they are more apt to drive men away. 
And so we could go on, ad infinitum. 
Viewed in this light, we see that the 
subject has many applications to life — 
far too many to be dealt with here. So 
let us think of it in one of the most 
important, and perhaps neglected phases 
of its teaching, in its relation to time. 
Writing on this vital theme, the Psalm- 
ist said, “So teach us to number our 
days, that we may apply our hearts unto 
wisdom” (Psa. 90:12). It might be well 
if we made this our daily prayer, for we 
are stewards of time, as well as of this 
world’s goods. Time can be spent as 
well as money, for self or for God, and 
He would have us learn to invest it as 
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wisely and prayerfully as we do the 
Lord’s tithes and offerings. The Word 
exhorts us to “walk in wisdom toward 
them that are without, redeeming the 
time” (Col. 4:5). And again, “See then 
that ye walk circumspectly, not as fools, 
but as wise, redeeming the time, be- 
cause the days are evil” (Eph. 5:15, 16). 

We commonly think of this exhortation 
as it applies to the idle Christian, but 
it is intended for the energetic as well. 
To be busy in the Lord’s service doesn’t 
necessarily mean that we are “redeem- 
ing the time.” It is very possible to 
set too fast a pace, as it were —to love 
the race more than the One whose steps 
we are told to follow (1 Pet, 2:21). Paul 
likened himself to a contestant, pressing 
toward a mark, running for an incor- 
ruptible crown; but well did he know 
that he breasts the tape first who follows 
His Lord most" perfectly. 

Examine the life of our Lord and we 
find that He redeemed the time by being 
“unhasting and untiring.” It is im- 
possible to think of Him as being hur- 
ried. And we may be certain that many 
activities which excite and exhaust us 
are of men and not of God, for His 
will is always with the assurance that 
there will be a blessed enabling for every 
Spirit-directed duty. God’s ways are 
ways of pleasantness, and all His paths 
are peace (Prov, 3:17). 

There are times, of course, win we 
all need “the goads of the Almighty,” 
but it is a part of discipline to learn to 
be leisurely. There should be a place 
in our lives. for both the spur and the 
bridle. The same heavenly promptings 
which would thrust us forth would at 
times hold us back. God likens His pwn 
to sheep, but we all have an old nature 
that balks at one moment and rushes 
ahead the next. For which reason the 
Word cautions, “Be ye not as the horse, 
or as the mule, which have no under- 
standing: whose mouth must be held in 
with bit and bridle, lest they come near 
unto thee” (Psa. 32:9). 

We have a good example of this in 
the Children of Isracl at Kadesh-barnea, 
who balked one day and bolted the next. 
When they should have acted, they were 
like mules, and when they sould have 
waited, they were like race horses. In 
spite of Moses’ warning, “Go not up, 
for the Lord is not among you,” we 
read that “they presumed to go up unto 
the hilltop. . . . Then the Amalekites 
came down, and the Canaanites which 
dwelt in that hill, and smote them, and 
discomfited them, even unto Hormah” 
(Num, 14: 42-45). js 

It is this second error of the Israelites 
which is least regarded in Christian 
work. Many are more impulsive than 
stubborn. We heed the touch of the 
spur more readily than that of the bridle. 
We have need to remember, as someone 
has paraphrased Psalm 37:23, that both 
“the steps, and the stops, of a goed man 
are ordered by the Lord.” 
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“The Lord is not interested in mere 


quantity production,” writes Vance Hav-: 


‘ner in his book, “Pleasant Paths.” “We 
can often do more by doing less... . I 
am more and more impressed that what 
is so often played up as ‘burning up for 
the Lord,’ is too often a fair show in the 
flesh, often earnest and honest, but end- 
ing with a crash that brings reproach 
upon the sacred cause... ,. These dear 
souls who argue that the Devil never 
takes a vacation should remember that 
we are not supposed to imitate the Devil. 
. . , Cultivate the leisure of the Lord. 
‘Are there not twelve hours in the 
day?’” (John 11:9.) 

Remembering that there are twelve 
hours in the day will help keep the details 
of our work in their proper perspective 
—like the artist, who keeps the details 
of his picture in proportion by studying 
the entire scene. We are painting a 
picture on the canvas of eternity, and 
God grant that each: stroke may “tell 
on ages, tell for God.” Otherwise, much 
of that work which seemed valuable will 
be revealed as miere “wood, hay, stubble” 
in the light of eternity. 

The discipline of an unhurried spirit 
will enable us to accomplish that which 
is in His will—no more and no less. 


It will weed out of our lives a lot of 


nonessentials, that we may devote our 
limited energies to the things that really 
count. It will teach us the virtue of that 
old proverb, “Drive your work, don’t let 
your work drive you.” And what is 
more, we may spare ourselves the grief 
of a nervous collapse in the bargain. 

Finally, may we add that even in the 
matter of one’s daily devotions, where 
we should be abiding under “the shadow 
of the almighty,” it is very possible to 
be driven. If we are not careful, they 
may become a daily exercise to soothe 
the conscience — “a load rather than a 
lift.” 

But here again the Lord is interested 
in quality production, not the amount 
of ground that we can cover, or the array 
of preaching and teaching material that 
we can turn out. Mental sweat in Bible

Dangers of Neo-Orthodoxy 


Last. March Dr. J. Oliver Buswell, 
Jr., President of the National Bible Insti- 
tute, New York City, wrote to the Editor:

The 
Romanist journal, the Canadian Register, 
June 25, 1949, contained the following: 
“The Knights of Columbus has an- 
nounced it is extending its advertising 
campaign so that nearly 30,000,000 per- 
sons will soon be able to read the truth 
about the Catholic Church in their favor- 
ite magazines. Five magazines which 
have been carrying the Supreme Coun- 
cil’s series of Catholic adv@fisements 
will now be augmented by three addi- 
tional publications with a combined cir- 
culation of 14,663,971. Magazines already 
publishing the ads in the United States 
include American Weekly, Pathfinder, 
Collier’s, Liberty, and Atlantic Monthly. 
Their combined circulation is 14,938,287.” 
Surely such an announcement comes 
as a challenge to Protestants! These 
advertisements, about 9x5 inches in size, 
and costing about $500 per issue, are 
concise, plausible, and specially pre- 
pared statements of so-called “Catholic 
Truth.” Misinterpretations and misrep- 
resentations abound in these camouflaged 
statements. Given time and space, these 
statements could be answered to the 
confusion of those who prepared them. 
It is easy to crowd a number of mis- 
statements, involving doctrine and his- 
tory, into a few inches, while it would 
require many columns to furnish the 
adequate answer which could be given.

Is THE RoMAN CHURCH THE FIRST 
oR MoTHER CHURCH? 

It is one thing to make the claim, it 
is another thing to prove the claim. This 
the Roman Church cannot do. Of course, 
the advertisement and the booklet pub- 
lished by the Knights of Columbus, en- 
titled “Why Millions Call Him ‘Holy 
Father,’” make the claim sound plaus- 
ible enough. They say, “When Christ 
the Builder likened His Church to a 
building, Peter was to be the rock on 
which it would stand and endure” (p. 
3). “In the language which He spoke, 
Aramaic, Christ was saying to the Apos- 
fle: ‘You are rock and upon this rock 
I will build My Church.’ . . It is ap- 
parent, therefore, that any attempt to 
explain the term ‘rock’ as meaning any- 
thing but Peter himself, is a misinter- 
pretation. .. . His words were so clear 
they are not subject to differing inter- 
pretations. His Church was to be built 
upon a rock, and Peter was to be that 
Tock. He did not mean, as some seem 
to. think, that He was building on Peter’s

faith, for then He would have said: 
‘Thou art a rock of faith and upon this 
faith I will build My Church.’” 


The translation, “You are rock and 
upon this rock I will build My Church,” 
is Rome’s propaganda attempt to make 
it appear that Peter and rock are 
synonymous terms, which they are not. 
It is on Rome’s interpretation of this 
text that she builds the gigantic super- 
structure of papal supremacy, with all 
its implications, That these implications, 
in part, may be clear, we quote from 
“A Catholic Dictionary,” where we read: 
“This is a primacy not merely of honor 
but of jurisdiction, comprising the power 
of legislating, of judging and of secur- 
ing obedience and submission by appro- 
priate sanctions. Like all the Pope’s 
authority, it is universal (i.e., it is over 
all Christians), it is ordinary (i.e., ex 
officio and permanent), it comes directly 
from Christ and is exercised immediately 
(not necessarily through bishops) * over 
the Faithful. It is independent of civil 
authority. Thus it comes about that the 
Pope is the centre of unity and com- 
munion, and communion with the Pope 
is the hallmark of Catholic orthodoxy. 
None is exempt from it and nothing is 
lacking to it which is necessary for the 
teaching, ruling and government of the 
flock. There is no appeal from it, not 
even to an oecumenical council” (Edited 
by Donald Attwater; Imprimatur Patrick 
Cardinal Hayes, Archbishop of New 
York; Dec. 13, 1930). 

Let us examine the passage in Mat- 
thew 16. It is plainly seen that Christ 
Himself is the center of attention and 
emphasis, not Peter. (1) The Pharisees 
and Sadducees were questioning our 
Lord’s authority, not Peter’s. (2) Of 


the disciples themselves our Lord asked, 
“Whom do men say that I the Son of 
man am?” (3) After the. disciples state- 
ment, “Some say that thou art John the 
Baptist: some, Elias; and others, Jere-

mias, or one of the prophets,” our Lord 
again focussed the attention on Himself, 
as He questioned, “But whom say ye that 
I am?” (4) Then came Peter’s confes- 
sion, again emphasizing the Christ under 
consideration, “Thou art the Christ, -the 
Son of the living God.” Whereupon (5) 
our Lord spoke of this confession as a 
revelation from God as to His own per- 
sonal deity. Thus, as we have seen, the 
Christ is five times emphasized, and now, 
in verse 18, the conjunction “and” con- 
nects all this previous discussion of the 
person of Christ with our Lord’s con- 
clusive affirmation, “and upon this rock 
I will build my church.” The great Au- 
gustine bears this out, “The rock was 
Christ, Whom Peter confessed”: while 
the entire New Testament is a denial 
of the claim that our Lord invested 
Peter with the powers involved in papal 
supremacy. 


JUGGLING WITH THE PETRINE TEXTS 
Ostentatious, Rome’s claims may be 


to Cae, evertintel reader, yet they are, 
nevertheless, as flimsily founded as 
Shakespeare’s baseless fabric of a vision. 
Rome’s claims, as presented by the 
Knights of Columbus, were unknown 
for centuries. Romanism, as it is known 
today, has been a gradual growth 
through the centuries. In the course of 
time, it became necessary to have a pre- 
tense of Scripture support for the vari- 
ous innovations. Hence the use made of 
the Petrine texts — Matthew 16:18; Luke 
22:31, 32; and John 21: 15-17. 

“Thou art Peter, and upon this rock 
I will build my church,” is the Scrip- 
ture on which Rome rests her claims 
for papal supremacy; and yet on no 
Scripture has there been more disunity 
within the Roman Church than this. 
The Roman Church had to find some 
pretext for her stupendous claims, so 
she took a text. To the Romanist, the 
text is made to appear mysterious and 
hard to,be understood, and -therefore it 
is necessary to have some priestly soph- 
ist explain it. To the ordinary reader, 
the meaning is apparent. Peter had just 
confessed, “Thou art the Christ.” This 
was the first confession of the Messiah- 
ship and deity of Jesus Christ — the 
truth foundational to the Christian faith. 
And our Lord said, “Upon this rock 
I will build my church.” Scripture 
emphasizes Christ as the rock and foun- 
dation of the church, not Peter. “For 
other foundation no man can lay, but 
that which is laid; which is Christ Jesus” 
(Douay Bible, 1 Cor. 3:11). “The Rock 
was Christ” ¢Douay Bible, 1 Cor. 10:4). 
“For who is God, save the Lord? and 
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who is a rock, save our God?” (2 Sam. 
22: 32.) 


ROMAN CHURCH FOUNDED ON CONFUSION 


We would remind the reader of the 
statement from the Knights of Columbus 
publication given above: “Any attempt 
to explain the term ‘rock’ as meaning 
anything “but Peter himself, is a misin- 
terpretation. .. . His words are so clear 
they are not subject to differing inter- 
pretations.” The Roman Church fre- 
quently charges Protestants with giving 
different interpretations of Scripture, 
while she presents her interpretations 
today as though her church had always 
held and taught the same interpretations. 

Now here is something for the Knights 
of Columbus, or any Romanist to ex- 
plain. It is acknowledged that every 
Romanist is bound by the Creed of Pope 
Pius IV, Article 2 of which reads: “I 
also admit the Holy Scriptures, accord- 
ing to that sense which our Holy Mother 
the Church has held, and does hold, to 
which it belongs to judge of the true 
sense and interpretation of the Scrip- 
tures: Neither will I ever take and in- 
terpret them otherwise than according 
to the unanimous consent of the 
Fathers.” Note the words “according to 
that sense which our Holy Mother the 
Church -has held, and does hold,” for 
therein lies a difficult problem for the 
Roman Church to solve, in relation to 
the basic text, “Thou art Peter, and 
upon this rock I will build my church.” 
Difficult, for the simple reason that there 
never has been unanimous consent in 
its ‘interpretation. In fact, every Ro- 
manist is placed in an impossible posi- 
tion, for there are, at least, four different 
interpretations among the Fathers. The 
celebrated Roman authority, Father 
John Launoy, together with Du Pin, 
Calmet, and Maldonat, freely admits the 
variety of interpretations. Launoy gives 
(1) seventeen quotations from _ the 
Fathers to prove Peter is spoken of as 
the Rock; (2) eight passages to prove 
the church is built on all the apostles; 
(3) forty-five passages, that the faith 
Peter ‘confessed is the Rock; and (4) 
sixteen passages, that Christ is the Rock 
on which the church is built. 

There is no unanimous consent here, 
and I challenge any Roman auéhority to 
prove her claim to unanimous consent 
on her key text, “Thou art Peter.” Until 
Rome proves this, no Romanist can inter- 
pret “according to the unanimous con- 
sent of the Fathers,” for it simply does 
not-exist. Therefore, the Roman Church 
is built on confusion,‘ and is not the 
Church of the apostles. 


A Grave CHARGE FroM Aa ROMAN SCHOLAR 


The various interpretations of the 
Petrine texts by Romish authorities, and 
the nonexistent unanimous consent, con- 
strained the celebrated German theolo- 
gian and historian of the Roman Church, 
Dr. Johann Joseph Ign°z Dol'inver, to 
say: “Now the Tridentine profession of 
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faith, imposed by oath on the clergy since 
Pius IV, binds them never to interpret 
Holy Scripture otherwise than in accord 
with the unanimous consent of the 
Fathers — that is, the great Church doc- 
tors of the first six centuries, , . . Every 
bishop and theologian therefore breaks 
his oath when he interprets the passage 
in question of a gift of infallibility prom- 
ised by Christ to the Popes” (“The Pope 
and the Council,” pp. 93, 94). 


THE ROMAN MISSAL VERSUS THE K. oF C. 


It does seem that the Roman Church 
seeks to take advantage of people’s igno- 
rance, credulity, or forgetfulness. Gen- 
eral councils, “saints,” and Popes have 
held views and interpretations contrary 
to those given in the propaganda litera- 
ture published by the Knights of Co- 
lumbus for popular consumption, 

The booklet, “Why Millions Call Him 
‘Holy Father,’” affirms, regarding the 
words, “Upon this rock I will build my 
church,” “It is apparent, therefore, that 
any attempt to explain the term ‘rock’ 
as meaning anything but Peter himself, 
is a misinterpretation.” This does not 
seem to have been so apparent to the 
doctors and councils of the Roman 
Church prior to the Vatican Council, in 
1870, when Papal Infallibility was de- 
clared a dogma of the Church of Rome. 

While the booklet issued by the K. of 
C. states the rock was Peter himself, 
and that our Lord “did not mean, as 
some seem to think, that He was build- 
ing on Peter’s faith,” etc., Father Launoy, 
as already mentioned, produced some 
forty-five passages from the Fathers, 
showing that the faith Peter confessed 
is the rock, Now while Romanists may 
not be familiar with Father Launoy, they 
ought to know the Roman Missal (Mis- 
sale Romanum), the liturgical book of 
their church. We would urge such to 
turn to “The Vigil of SS. Peter and 
Paul,” for June 28, where we read the 
foll6wing prayer: “We beseech Thee, 
Almighty God, that Thou suffer no dis- 
turbance to shake us, whom Thou hast 
founded on the rock of the Apostolic 
Confession.” Well, we know, the apos- 
tolic confession was, “Thou art the 
Christ, the Son of the living God.” This

ganda literature we are considering, it 
is stated that Christ “did choose a Vicar 
and that Vicar today is Pius XII, 262nd 
Pope and the lawful successor to the 
first Vicar and first Pope, Peter.”

In this connection, it would be 
well for all to read the utterance of one 
of Rome’s own scholars, the able his- 
torian, Dr. Dollinger, already quoted. 
He said, speaking of “the patristic ‘inter- 
pretation of the words of Christ to St. 
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Peter, “Of all the Fathers who have 
exeget@ally explained these passages ip 
the GoSpels (Matt. 16:18, John 21:17) 
not a single one applies them to the 
Roman. bishops as Peter’s successors. 
How many Fathers have busied them. 
selves with these texts, yet not one of 
them whose commentaries we possess 
—Origen, Chrysostom, Hilary, Augustine 
Cyril, Theodoret, and those whose inter. 
pretations are collected in  catenas 
(series) — has dropped the faintest hint 
that the primacy of Rome is the conse. 
quence of the commission and promise 
to Peter! Not one of them has ex. 
plained the rock or foundaticn on which 
Christ would build His Church of the 
office given to Peter to be transmitted 
to his successors; but they understood 
by it either Christ Himself, or Peter's 
confession of faith in Christ; often both 
together. Or else they thought Peter 
was the foundation equally with all the 
other apostles, the Twelve being to- 
gether the foundation stones of the 
Church (Apoc. 21:14)” (as above, pp. 
91, 92). 

An aspect of this study that impresses 
one is the dead silence that prevailed 
during the early centuries of the 
church’s history concerning the stu- 
pendous claims implied in papal suprem- 
acy, such as those that are made by the 
modern popedom for the Pope and his 
successors. The fact is, the suprem- 
acy of the Pope, or the power and 
prerogatives of the Pope, gradually 
developed into a vast system, until, at 
the Vatican Council, in 1870, the large 
body of “Old Catholics,” who sought 
reformation within the Roman Church, 
were overwhelmed in the Council as a 
result of the combined effort of the 
Jesuits and other “infallibilists,” who 
brought about the passage of the decree 
of Papal Infallibility. That there were 
irreconcilable .factions at the Vatican 
Council is common knowledge. Dr. Dol- 
linger, already quoted, was one who was 
excommunicated because his scholarship 
compelled him to take his stand against 
infallibilism, as being without Scriptural 
or historical support. 


THe RomMaN CHURCH BROKE FAITH 


The Roman Church, which had through 
the years been departing from New 
Testament standards, acted in direct op- 
position to the affirmations of the first 
four general councils, where they stipu- 
lated there were to be no additions made 
to the exposition of faith which they 
pronounced upon. However, in 1564, the 
Roman Church published an entirely 
new and additional creed, known as the 
Creed of Pope Pius IV; and, in utter 
defiance of the early general councils, 
added it to the ancient Nicene Creed 
as though the whole constituted one 
entire creed. This creed was an inno- 
vation brought in after the Protestant 
Reformation. Peter and the other apos- 
tles knew nothing of it; and yet it is

made binding on all members of the 
Roman Church. Hence the force of the 
words of St. Ambrose, “They do not 
possess the inheritance of Peter, who 
do not possess the faith of Peter.” Thus, 
the Roman Church, by bringing in doc- 
trines and practices with no warrant in 
the Scriptures, departed from the faith 
of Peter, and has, consequently, ceased 
to have any claim to being apostolic — 
the first, or mother church. By the 
adoption and addition of the Creed of 
Pope Pius IV, and other teachings alien 
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to Scripture, the Roman Church proved 
herself in opposition to Scripture, and 
to the early general councils; and 
thereby proved she had separated herself 
from the apostolic faith, and had thus 
become a schismatic church, forfeiting 
all claim to the title Catholic and Apos- 
tolic. (See the author’s booklet, “Great- 
est Hoax in All History.”)

lll. The Story of the Scottish Covenanters 
The by-product of a new loyalty to Christ and the Word 


HE Scots were appalled by the exe- 

cution of Charles I, and, in loyalty 
to the throne, his son was crowned at 
Scone as Charles II, although he was a 
papist. They also showed inconsistency 
in resisting Cromwell’s forces, which 
conquered Scotland in 1650 at the Bat- 
tle of Dunbar. For the ensuing eleven 
years Scotland was ruled by a protec- 
torate, but it was a peaceful period, for 
Cromwell treated the Covenanters with 
generosity. 

In 1648 Cromwell died and England 
placed Charles II on the throne. At his 
first coronation by the Scots at Scone, 
Charles had promised that he “would 
have no enemies but the enemies of the 
Covenant, and have no friends but the 
friends of the Covenant”; but now that 
he was firmly in the saddle he changed 
his tune, and said that Presbyterianism 
was no fit religion for a gentleman. In 
1661 he called what is known as the 
“Drunken Parliament,” which in the 
space of six months demolished kirk 
and presbytery. One of the first victims 
of his spleen was Archibald Campbell, 
Marquis of Argyle, who had crowned 
him at Scone in 1651. Campbell was 
executed on May 27, 1661. A week later 
James Guthrie, the author of “The 
Causes of the' Lord’s Wrath Against 
Scotland,” was beheaded. His last words 
were prophetic, “The covenants shall 
yet be Scotland’s reviving.” 

The next action against the:  Cove- 
hanters was a Parliamentary enactment 
in 1662 which established episcopacy 
in Scotland. Another act affirmed that 
the National Covenant, as well as the 
Solemn League and Covenant, were “un- 
lawful oaths,” and that the General As- 
sembly of 1638 was “an unlawful and 
seditious meeting.” Conventicles were 
prohibited, and all officeholders were 
compelled to take an oath abjuring the 
covenants, 

The result of this attempt to enforce 
conformity was that in Scotland, 400 
ministers left their parishes and took 
to the open fields. Now began the active 
Persecution of the Covenanters. Perse- 
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cution only served to stiffen their re- 
sistance. Indulgences were offered and 
spurned. Armed forces were sent out 
to suppress field meetings; bribes were 
given to informers; men, women, and chil- 
dren were forced to inform against their 
own families. It was a criminal act to 
give Covenanters food or lodging, or even 
to speak or write to them. Ministers 
were forbidden to baptize children, and 
marriages performed by covenanting 
ministers were declared invalid. An act 
was passed which decreed that “all who 
preach, expound Scripture, or pray at 
any of the meetings in the field, or in 
the house where: more persons nor the 
house contains, so as some be without 
door (which is hereby declared a field 
conventicle), or who shall convoke any 
number of people to these meetings, shall 
be punished with death and the con- 
fiscation of their goods.” 

Some of the leaders of the persecution 
who became specially notorious were 
John, Earl of Middleton; John Gra- 
ham of Claverhouse, Viscount Dun- 
dee, called “Bloody Clavers”; Sir 
Thomas Dalyell of Binns, called “The 
Muscovy Beast”; Sir James Turner, 
called “Bloody - bite - the - sheep”; Sir 
James Johnston of Westerhall; Sir Wil- 
liam Ballentine; and Sir James Grier- 
son of Lag, called “Redgauntlet.” Sir 
Walter Scott wrote in one of his novels 
that “Redgauntlet was aye for the strong 
hand, and his name is kenned as wide 
as Claverhouse’s or Tam Dalyell’s. Glen 
nor dargle nor mountain nor cave could 
hide the puir hill folk when Redgauntlet 
was out with bugle and bloodhound after 
them, as if they had been sae mony deer, 
And troth when they fand them they 
did not mak’ muckle mair ceremony than 
Hieland man wi’ a roebuck. It was just 
‘Will ye tak’ the Test?’ If not, ‘Mak’ 
ready; present; fire!’ and there lay the 
recusant.” ; 

The courege and faith of these mar-° 
tyrs were inspired and inspiring. When 
Archibald Campbell, who had crowned 
the king at Scone, was executed, he 
walked to the block with a pulse which 
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his physician certified was normal. As 
he approached the block his minister, 
George Hutchinson, exhorted him, “My 
lord, keep your grip siccar [secure] !” 
and he replied, “Mr. Hutchinson, I am 
not afraid to be surprised by fear”; knelt 
down, and prayed; then laid his head on 
the block and motioned to the execu- 
tioner to proceed. ‘ 

The Covenanters were not political 
victims but Christian martyrs. Samuel 
Rutherford said: “I desire not to go on 
the lee side, or sunny side, of religion, 
or to put truth betwixt me and a storm. 
My Saviour did not so with me, who 
in His suffering took the windy side of 
the hill.” He was steadfast in his loy- 
alty to Christ, and it is said of him that 
“in later life he did not take the bieldy 
side of the brae” (sheltered side of the 
hill). 

Richard Cameron was the “Lion of the 
Covenant.” He preached fearlessly, and 
died when only thirty years old, battling 
the king’s dragoons. In a beastly act 
of reprisal, his head and hands were 
cut off, and several sacks of his remains 
distributed to St. Andrews, Glasgow, 
Leith, and Burntisland to intimidate his 
followers. 

Donald Cargill, “flying evangelist of 
the moors,” ranked with Cameron. In 
September 1680, he preached to a great 
gathering at ‘Torwood from the text: 
“Thus saith the Lord God; remove the 
diadem and take off the crown”; and 
then proceeded to excommunicate the 
King, the Duke of York, Duke of Mon- 
mouth, Duke of Rothes, Duke of Lauder- 
dale, Sir George MacKenzie, and Sir 
Thomas Dalyell of Binns. He was finally 
caught and executed, and his head im- 
paled on the Netherbow beside that of 
Richard Cameron. 

On Sunday, June 1, 1679, the Cove- 
nanters were holding a field conventicle 
when they received word of the ap- 
proach of Claverhouse. After singing 
the Seventy-sixth Psalm, they went out 
to meet him, and completely routed his 
troops in the Battle of Drumclog. But 
three weeks later a little army of four 
hundred Covenanters were routed at 
Bothwell Brig by an overpowering. force 
of ten thousand royal troops. Twelve 
hundred Covenanters were rounded up 
and marched to Edinburgh, where they 
were penned up like cattle in a corner 
of Greyfriars churchyard. Two hundred 
and fifty-seven of these were shipped 
as slaves to the American plantations, 
but they never arrived, as the ship was 
wrecked, and, with the hatches battened 
down, most of them died like rats in 
a trap. A few escaped and swam ashore, 
where they were met by the captain 
and crew and driven back into the sea. 

In 1685 Charles died and was suc- 
ceeded by James II, who was a bigoted 
papist, and increased the intensity of the 
persecution. In one _ instance, four 
women were accused of treason for at- 
tending conventicles: Margaret Wilson, 
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aged eighteen; her sister Agnes, aged 
thirteen; Margaret M’Laughlin, a widow 
of about sixty; and Margaret Maxwell. 
Agnes was released on payment of one 
hundred pounds sterling, but the other 
three were sentenced to be drowned. On 
May 11, 1685, Grierson of Lag had two 
stakes driven into the bed of the Sol- 
way at Wigton at low tide, and two of 
these women, Margaret Wilson and Mar- 
garet M’Laughlin, tied to these stakes. 
The older woman was tied in the deeper 
spot in order that the younger might 
see her die and be induced to recant. 
But the girl was firm in her refusal, and 
sang the Twenty-fifth Psalm, read the 
eighth chapter of Romans in her Bible, 
and prayed until the rising tide sealed 
her lips. 

In another instance a wounded Cove- 
nanter was sheltered by a woman until 
he died, when she and her son, a lad 
of seventeen, buried him. In reprisal 
for this act of charity, Sir James John- 
ston of Westerhall, leveled the woman’s 
cottage and ordered the boy to be shot. 
Young as he was, the boy was not in- 
timidated, but sang the Scottish version 
of the One Hundred and Eighteenth 
Psalm: “The mighty Lord is on my 
side, I will not be afraid; for anything 
that man can do I shall not be dismayed.” 
When he was told to draw his bonnet 
over his eyes, he refused, saying: “I 
.can look you in the face, for I have 
done nothing of which I need be 
ashamed. But how will you look at the 
great day when you have to answer for 
what you have done and are going to 
do now, when you will be judged by 
this book?” holding up his Bible. He 
was then shot. 

For an entire generation the kirk 
lived in the tense atmosphere of field 
preaching, praying societies, hunted min- 
isters, and faithful hill folk, meeting in 
every glen and brae where “the huddled 
flock of Christ gathered for prayer.” 

The last of the martyrs was James 
Renwick, who began his field preaching 
when twenty-one years old, and had no 
church but the open moors. When only 
twenty-six years old he was caught and 
condemned on three counts: refusal to 
acknowledge the king’s authority; re- 
fusal to pay the cess (tax); and inciting 
his followers to come armed to the field 
conventicles; and on February 17, 1688, 
he was executed. 

Negotiations were even then under 
way with William of Orange,’ and on 
November 5, 1688, William landed at Tor 
bay in southwest England with a Dutch 
army and marched on London. On De- 
cember 18 the King fled to France, and 
on the same day William took up his 
residence at Whitehall. Soon afterward 
Parliament convened and enacted a reso- 
lution that “King James II — having by 
the advice of Jesuits and other wicked 
people violated the fundamental laws 
and withdrawn himself from the king- 
dom, the throne is thereby declared 
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vacant,” and on February 13, 1689, Wil- 
liam and Mary were proclaimed sov- 
ereigns. Laws were soon enacted which 
provided security of person and prop- 
erty, and established the great principles 
of civil and religious freedom for which 
the Covenanters had laid down their 
lives. 

At old St. Giles in Edinburgh, which 
dates fram 1120, there stands a martyrs’ 
monument which records that eighteen 
thousand martyrs to the Covenant laid 
down their lives during “the killing 
time,” comprising the interval from the 
execution of the Marquis of Argyle in 
1661 to that of James Renwick in 1688. 

Thus history records the costly sacri- 
fice by which not only these, but count- 
less others, purchased the freedom which 


we call democracy, but it cannot explain 
the source of their devotion. The Refor. 
mation which began with the intent to 
reform became a spiritual revival. The 
prize of civil freedom which it attaineg 
was a by-product of this new loyalty 
to Christ and the inspired Word. “The 
truth they held was eternal; their faith 
invulnerable; their endurance phenom. 
enal.” Reborn from above, they asked 
no greater glory than to follow in the 
footsteps of their Saviour all the way to 
Calvary, that they might be able to say 
with Him, “I have overcome the world.” 
At the cross they gained a freedom 
which no earthly power can give or 
take away, for “if the Son therefore shal] 
make you free, ye shall be free indeed.”

The Sunday School Library 


A simple system of operating a library 


(Continued from last week) 


N CHOOSING your librarians and 
library attendants, the quiet, book- 

ish type of individual, that doesn’t al- 
ways make a good public speaker and 
is not too preoccupied with other tasks, 
is what to look for when selecting the 
librarian, for he has to have the oppor- 
tunity to know the books and the peo- 
ple to make a good acquaintance, the 
one with the other. Punctuality, reli- 
ability, and friendliness are other traits 
that are required. 

The adult Sunday school library might 
serve as the church library, if someone 
would be responsible on midweek service 
nights and for other services. The load 
of the pastor may thus be lightened, for 
many individuals may find their own 
answers to questions, if the reference 
sources are freely available. Slides, 
flannelgraphs, pictures, and other visual 
aids could also. be under this administra- 
tion. 

The actual mechanics of distribution 
seem to discourage some, but broken 
down into its component parts, it ceases 
to be formidable. One definite rule 
for library hours is that the library 
should not be open during the time of 
any service. A period before the serv- 


‘ice should be provided. . This is a good 


time to encourage browsing. Books 
shou'd be returned before the service 
and be checked out only after the serv- 
ice in order that no one carries books 
to class to cause a disturbance. 

The most important single item con- 
cerning rules is that they should be sim- 
ple. Here are a few suggestions: 

1. Most books may be taken out for 
two weeks. They may be renewed, if 
there is no waiting list. A few of the 
more popular books are due back in 
seven days. 
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2. All books taken out of the library 
must be signed for. 

3. You are responsible for all books 
taken out in your name. Your classmates 
have the same library privileges that 
you have. 

4. Books that are out may be reserved 
by leaving a request at the desk. 

The rules may be printed on the book- 
plate (a label pasted on the inside front 
cover to identify library ownership of 
the book). A poor man’s bookplate can 
be fashioned out of 2% inch sealing 
tape. Use your postcard-size mimeo- 
graph outfit, and then cut to the desired 
length. 

The simplest bookkeeping method for 
keeping track of loaned books is by 
book card and pocket. Book cards can 
be ordered from your stationery store, 
or can be made by the postcard mimeo- 
graph machine. On one end of a 3x5 
inch card, print or type the following:

A piece of paper 4x4 inches, cut in two, 
diagonally, will make bookpockets for 
two books. Write on this the author 
and title of the book to agree with that 
of the card. On the inside of the back 
cover of the book attach the pocket, past- 
ing the two edges adjoining its ninety- 
degree corner. The return date that is 
noted on the book card should also be 
noted close to the pocket for the in- 
formation of the borrower. The card 
is in the pocket when the book is on 
the shelf, is removed when the borrower 
takes out the book.

The Lesson as a Whole 
By H. A. Ironside, Litt.D. 


Approach to the Lesson 

BETTER title for this lesson 
A would be “Jeremiah Teaches Prac- 

tical Godliness or Piety.” It is 
true that religion means to bind back 
—that is, to tie man up to the God 
from whom he has wandered. But as 
the word is used ordinarily it covers any 
system of faith and practice that aims 
to link man with the supernatural, no 
matter how opposed it may be to the 
plain teaching of Holy Scripture. It is 
used only five times in our authorized 
version of the Bible —and only once in 
a good sense (Jas. 1:27). In the other 
instances it speaks of a legal system 
from which the grace of God gives de- 
liverance (Acts 26:5; Gal. 1:13, 14).. 

It is easy to go along the line of least 
resistance and so to attempt to substi- 
tute formal religious observances and 
careful attention to legal rules and life- 
less ceremonies or ordinances for vital 
godliness and conscientious obedience to 

. the commandments of the Lord regard- 
ing true morality and spirituality. 

But even though such ordinances have 
been prescribed by God Himself, He 
will never accept such observances in 
place of that practical piety which means 
more to Him than all rites and cere- 
monies. Of old, the people of Israel 


Were inclined to attach more value to 


sacrifices and offerings and the services 
of the Temple than to godly living. And 
in Christendom there are many who 
make the same mistake and suppose that 
God has more delight in careful atten- 
tion to details in what are commonly 
called the sacraments than to heart de- 
votion to Christ and true love for God 
and our fellow men. We need ever to 
be reminded that “to obey is better than 
Sacrifice, and to hearken than the fat 
of rams” (1 Sam. 15:22).. Ordinances 
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are of value only as they symbolize great 
spiritual realities. They should never 
be substituted for these. 


The Historical Setting 

There had been a great spiritual re- 
vival in Judah, under the godly King 
Josiah, shortly before Jeremiah began 
his ministry. But declension soon set in 
and the prophet was called upon to de- 
nounce the cold formality which char- 


acterized the mass of the people, who. 


had become careless as to the impor- 
tance of truth in the inward parts, which 
results in integrity of heart and life, 
based on love to God and man. 


Verse by Verse 

Jer. 8:4—“Shall they fall, and not 
arise?” It is ever the will of God that 
His failing people should be called back 
to the path of obedience, and not wan- 
der on into deeper sin and more griev- 
ous backsliding. He is always ready to 
forgive failure when repented of, and 
to restore the souls of those who come 
to Him acknowledging their sin and 
seeking to get right with Him. 

Verse 5.—“A perpetual backsliding .. . 
they refuse to return.” Instead of yield- 
ing obedience to the prophet’s call, 
Judah persisted in the evil course they 
had chosen. They turned their backs 
upon Him even though they pretended 
to honor His name by attendance upon 
the Temple and participation in its serv- 
ices. 

Verse 6.—“No man repented him of 
his wickedness.” Stubbornly they con- 
tinued to ignore the entreaties of Jeho- 
vah and brazenly asked the question, 
“What have I done?” as though they had 
nothing to confess, or of which to repent, 

Chap. 31:29.—“The fathers have eaten 
a sour grape, and the children’s teeth 
are set on edge.” Judah used this prov- 
erk to justify themselves, intimating that 
the sufferings they were enduring were 
the penalty, not of their own sins, but, 


of the wrongdoing of their fathers in 
former days. God repudiated this and 
declared they would be chastened for 
their own failures. 


Verse 30.—“Every man that eateth the 
sour grape,-his teeth shall be set on 
edge.” In righteous judgment God was 
about to visit each man’s sin upon the 
guilty one—so that each should “die 
in his own iniquity.” n: 

Verse 31—“A new covenant with the 
house of Israel, and ... of Judah.” The 
Old Covenant, made at Sinai, was based 
upon- obedience. The New Covenant is 
of pure grace. God will put the desire 
in His people’s hearts to delight in His 
Word. 


Verse 32.—“Which my covenant they 
brake.” All blessing under that Old 
Covenant depended on the ability and 
readiness of Israel to obey its injunc- 
tions. In this they failed utterly —so 
forfeited the promised blessing. 


Verse 33.—“I will put my law in their 
inward parts, and write it in their 
hearts.” This involves the new birth. 
When Israel and Judah shall be regen- 
erated they will delight in the Law of 
the Lord, and His Word will be precious 
to their souls. 

Verse 34—“They shall all know me.” 
This will be in the day of Messiah’s re- ° 
turn to deliver His people. Then “all 
Israel shall be saved” (Rom, 11:26) and 
enjoy the blessedness of knowing that 
their sins and iniquities shall be re- 
membered no more. 


The Heart of the Lesson 

God cannot be satisfied with mere re- 
ligious formality. He looks for loving 
obedience to His Word on the part of 
those who profess to believe in His 
name. Israel and Judah both failed as 
to this in the past. In the coming day 
of Christ’s return, the -nation will be 
united in the land of Palestine and will

The New Covenant, It should be noted 
that the New Covenant was not prom- 
ised to the Gentiles, but to Israel and 
Judah, to be ratified or confirmed in the 
last days.’ But the Gentiles who now 
believe come into the enjoyment of its 
blessings so far as the spiritual side is 
concerned. The blood of the Covenant 
has been shed. It is this that is set 
forth in the cup of blessing used in com- 
memoration of the death of Christ. The 
Old and New covenants are diametrically 
opposed the one to the other. The Old 
was ratified by the sprinkling of blood 
(Exod. 24:3-8) at Sinai. The New, by 
the blood shed on Calvary (Matt. 26: 
28). The Old demanded righteousness 
(Deut. 6:25). The New gives righteous- 
ness (Rom, 5:17). The Old offered life 
for obedience (Lev. 18:5). The New 
gives life to all who believe (Rom. 6: 
23). The Old is called “the ministration 
of death” (2 Cor. 3:7). The New is “the 
ministration of the spirit” (2 Cor. 3:8). 
The Old is “the ministration of condem- 
nation,” while the New is “the minis- 
tration of righteousness” (2 Cor. 3:9). 


Summaries and Applications 

It was Israel’s complete failure to 
glorify God under the legal Covenant 
that ealled for the bringing in of a New 
Covenant, resting not upon man’s abil- 
ity to keep his promises to God, but 
upon God’s goodness in keeping His 
promises to man, 

Lip service and hypoeritical adherence 
to the outward forms of religion are 
alike obnoxious to God. 

He who professes to believe in the 
record God has given is responsible to 
live in accordance with His revealed 
will. 

There can be no true obedience apart 
from the new birth, which involves a 
life and nature that delights in the will 
of God.

And all this would be because sin would 
be mercifully forgotten. “Their sins .. . 
will I remember no more” was the third 
blessing promised in the New Covenant. 
And the way for you to have all these 
good things is simply to take the Lord 
Jesus to be your own Saviour.

The Busy Men's Corner

“No man repented .. . saying, What 
have I done?” (Jer. 8:6.)—God is in- 
tensely interested in His creatures and 
His children. (There is a distinction be- 
tween “creatures” and “children.” All 
are creatures of God. He is the Creator; 
but only those who are “born again” 
— those who have placed personal faith 
in the Saviour—are the “children” of 
God. See Romans 9:8; John 1:12; Gala- 
tians 3:26.) 

In the verse under consideration, God 
is seen as an eager listener. “I heark- 
ened and heard.” He is attentively look- 
ing, and earnestly listening. He wants 
to hear the sinner penitently say, “I 
have sinned,” and the blackslider con- 
tritely ask: “What have I done?” 

The people of Jerusalem, given to 
“perpetual backsliding,” were disap- 
pointing Him by their failure thus to 
confess their sins; hence He found it 
necessary to chastise them and allow 
them to be taken into captivity. 

What a rebuke it must have been to 
them to be told by the Lord Himself 
that they suffered by contrast with the 
ox, the ass, and migratory birds (Isa. 
1:3; Jer. 8:7). 

The ox knows his owner, the ass his 
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master’s crib, and the birds return to 
their places when the winter is past 
and gone; but Israel does not know; 
Israel Coes not repent! (We thank God 
for the time which is coming when a 
repentant Israel will use the language 
of Isaiah 53 and be restored.) 

“Some years ago I was conducting a 
meeting in Stockholm. There was a 
young lady who wept at every service. 


One night I asked her: ‘Are you a 
Christian?’ ‘I profess to be,’ she said, 
‘but ...’ ‘Is there something especially 


in your life that makes you unhappy?’ 
‘Yes,’ she said.

Say, Fellows,— 
Wade C. Smith's Boys’ Class 


AY, fellows, the Prophet Jeremiah is 

bringing to us a very precious truth 
today for those who have sinned and 
are sinning and who hasn’t and who 
isn't? “For all have sinned, and come 
short of the glory of God,” Paul told 
the Romans (Rom. 3:23). Jeremiah is 
giving us the come-back Gospel, the 
repent-and-turn-to-God Gospel, the get- 
up-and-start-running-again Gospel. No 
one is perfect; therefore, sin is bound 
to come into every life at some time 
and in some form. There are big sins 
and little sins, but remember this: all 
sin is heinous in God's sight and worthy 
of eternal death. The deep, vile sins 
shock us, but we become careless. or 
heedless of the small ones we commit 
every day. 

In the past few years big sins, the 
kind which only adults used to com- 
mit, have filtered down into the teen- 
age bracket. Within the past two weeks 
the press dispatches have told of boys 
of 12, 13, and 14 years of age shooting , 
and killing parents and playmates here 
in various parts of these United States, 
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The spirit of robbery and banditry and 
murder is getting into our youth. 
Whether it is the influence of movies 
with murder in them, or the crime comic 
strips in the newspapers, or the cheap 
bandit literature that is sold on the news- 
stands that are causing this wave of 
juvenile delinquency — or perhaps all of 
them together—it is hard to say; but 
the Devil is moving with a mighty hand 
among our young people, and that is 
one thing certain. This is an “atomic 
bomb” that can do more destructive 
damage to America than a hundred 
Russias and all Communism, for they 
can destroy only the mortal body, but 
sin takes a fellow to hell for eternity, 
while his country perishes for the lack 
of a sane, sober, Christian citizenship. 

This is not an accusation against the 
fellows this column reaches; I doubt if any 
of you have sunk to the crime level; but 
it is a warning, for we “all have sinned” 
and are sinners. And it is the nature 
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of unchecked and unrepented sin to 
grow. Indifference to its presence in 
your daily life will allow it to grow into 
hideous proportions you never dreamed 
of. Perhaps already you may have be- 
come alarmed and are battling with it, 
with discouragingly small success. It 
is a dangerous period, and there is the 
peril of “giving up.” If you have read 
Pilgrim’s Progress, you will recall how 
Apollyon with great subtlety argued with 
Christian: “See, you have sinned and 
disgraced your Master aready; you can 
never be the same again, abandon the 
fruitless effort and enjoy your indul- 
gences while you can!” That might 
have been fatal to Christian, but the 
Spirit enabled him to struggle on, and 
Apollyon was put to flight. So now we 
have here God speaking to us through 
Jeremiah: “Thus saith the Lord; Shall 
they fall, and not arise? shall he turn 
away, and not return?” (v. 4.) And God 
is telling us through David, “The steps 
of a good man are ordered by the Lord: 
and he delighteth in his way. Though 
he fall, he shall’ not be utterly cast 
down: for the Lord upholdeth him with 
his hand” (Psa. 37:23, 24). When God 
rejected the sacrifice of Cain, it being 
a sacrifice of fruit and not of blood, Cein 
“was very wroth, and his countenance 
fell. And the Lord said unto Cain, 
Why art thou wroth? and why is thy 
countenance fallen? If thou dcoest well, 
shalt thou not be accepted?” (Gen. 4: 
5-7.) It was God’s gentle and gracious 
overture to Cain to go back and do it 
all over again, and in the right way. 
But Cain refused to accept the remedy 
and the restoration, and went on into 
deeper sin and expulsion from God’s 
sight, which is eternal death. 
Fellows, the very fact of your sitting 
here listening to Jeremiah’s message is 
a token of God’s call to you 'to a high 
service. You cannot afford to trifle with 
sin in your life, no matter how small a 
sin you may think it to be. Rise up 
and take a fresh hold of the Coach’s 
counsel. Listen to Him, as He speaks 
through Paul: “This one thing I do, 
forgetting those things which are be- 
hind, and reaching forth unto those 
things which are before, I press toward 
the mark for the prize of the high call- 
ing of God in Christ Jesus!” (Phil. 
3:13, 14.)

HREE weeks ago we had a lessen 

on “The Great Invitation.” In that 
lesson we saw that both the Old Testa- 
ment and the New Testament reveal 
God as the one who seeks after men. 
We never find men seeking after God. 
It is alwavs God who takes the initia- 
tive. Our lesson today is primarily con-

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cerned with the little country of Judah, 
but they had the very same God that 
we have, so much of the lesson applies 
to us also. 


What was the spiritual condition of 
Judah in the days of Jeremiah? Turn 
to Jeremiah 8:4, 5 and find out what 
God says about the people of Jerusa- 
lem. Read the next verse. God says, 
He “hearkened and heard.” This is very 
If it just said, “God heard.” 
we would say, “Of course He did, for 
He hears everything.” But it says He 
“hearkened and heard.” You do not 
hearken (i.e., listen) unless it is some- 
thing you are concerned about. The 
great God who created the whole uni- 
verse and keeps the countless stars all 
in their courses cared enough for the 
backslidden people of Judah to listen 
for any word of repentance from them. 
He was waiting to forgive them, if only 
they would repent. Did they? 

Find four animals that are mentioned 
in verse 7 that are wiser than the back- 
slider. (The stork, the turtle, the crane, 
and the swallow.) These know when 
it is time for them to move, but the 
people of: Judah made no move toward 
the Lord. They were proud and self- 
satisfived, and refused to recognize their 
own sinfulness. Verses 8 and 9 tell why 


they were not convicted of sin. They 
had “rejected the word of the Lord.” 
And. girls. thet ‘s the reason there is 


so little conviction of sin in the world 
today. It is the Word of God that the 
Holy Snirit uses to convict people of 
sin and to make them realize their need 
of a Saviour. For that reason Satan 
has expended.great effort to get people 
to reject the Word of God so that they 
never ‘Will be saved. 

Now, turn to Jeremiah 31:29, 30: and 
see a most important truth. “Every one 
shall die for his own iniquity.” We call 
that “man’s individual responsibility.” 
God does not say, “I will condemn all 
the people of Judah because the coun- 
try of Judah has turned away from Me.” 
No, each one is judged individually. And 
God still deals the same way. Both 
saint and sinner are going to stand be- 
fore Him individually to hear His judg- 
ment of their works. He keeps a record 
of every individual. Each unsaved per- 
son will be condemned “for his own in- 
iquity.” You may have heard someone 
say, “The only sin that sends a man to 
hell is the sin of rejecting Christ.” Both 
these statements are true. Here is an 
illustration: A man is dying of some 
dread disease. Someone brings him a 
bottle of medicine which is a certain 
cure for that disease. He refuses to take 
it. He dies. If you say, “He died of 
that disease,” it is absolutely true. You 
can say with equal truth, “The only rea- 
son he died is that he refused to take 
the remedy.” Those who go to hell will 
be sent there. for their own sins.

Loving and Serving God (Jer. 31:31-35) 


ON’T look! What was last Sunday’s 
Memory Verse? “He that hath my 
word, let him speak my word faith- 
fully” (@Jer. 23:28). Who obeyed that 
verse? (Jeremiah. Review last lesson.) 
Now who remembers the Memory Verse 
week before that? It begins with 
“Blessed.” “Blessed is the man that 
trusteth in the Lord” (Jer. 17:7). Five 
kings came and went—some_ were 
killed in battle, some were carried away 
prisoner to Egypt or to Babylon. But 
through all the changes Jeremiah con- 
tinued on. 

When Jeremiah was a young man, good 
King Josiah had the long-deserted Tem- 
ple fixed up. During the work, what 
do you suppose they found? A part 
of the Bible! The part that gave God’s 
laws to His people, and contained His 
promise or covenant with them. When 
the king heard it read, he was shocked 
to find that the things the people were 
doing had broken their agreement with 
God, and what awful punishment would 
come upon them. He sent messengers 
to call the people to the Temple. The 
Book of the Covenant was read. The 
king and the people promised to keep 
all the words of the agreement. Men 
went out to tear down the altars where 
people had been worshiping heathen 
gods. When the great feast days came 
to honor God, folks who had not at- 
tended for years went to the Temple. 
Things in the country went better for 
a while. aT 

Then folks slipped back into their 
old bad ways. Other kings after Josiah 
would not listen to Jeremiah’s words of 
warning. Broken jugs, ruined girdles, 
and ox yokes did not make them believe

God would punish as He said. God 
waited for them to change, but they 
would not. At last it happened! Some 
were starved, some were killed in bat- 
tle, some were carried away prisoners 
to a foreign country, the city was 
burned. 

How discouraged everyone was then! 
The tired, homesick captives could not 
see any hope. The young folks said it 
wasn’t fair; they were having to suffer 
for the sins the old folks had committed. 
But underneath all God’s punishment 
was God’s love — He had to teach them 
the hard way because they would not 
learn the easy way. 

Then God said to the people: Some 
day I will make a new promise or agree- 
ment with you. I will write My laws 
in your hearts so they will be the things 
you want to do. Instead of the priest 
or someone telling you about Me, you 
will know Me yourself. I will forgive 
your sin, and never think of it again. 
There was a promise also to bring the 
people back to their own land, and to 
have a king who would be good and fair. 

This New Covenant or promise began 
when the Lord Jesus on His last night 
on earth said, “This is my blood of the 
new testament, which is shed for many 
for the remission of sins” (Matt. 26:28). 
Sins were forgiven and forgotten for 
those who did their part of the agree- 
ment by taking the Lord Jesus as the 
one who died for them. Through the 
Holy Spirit each Christian can know 
God for himself. And as we let Him 
live in our hearts, He makes us want 
to do right instead of having our own 
way. “I wish Mother wouldn’t make 
me go to Sunday school,” said a boy who 
wanted to go fishing. “Why? Don't 
you like to go to Sunday school? I 
wouldn’t miss: it for anything,” replied 
a girl. 

Some day every speck of sin will be 
taken out of our hearts, when God 
really finishes up His wonderful prom- 
ises. But right now, the more love we 
have for Him and others, the nearer 
we will come to having them all. “Love 
worketh no ill to his neighbour: there:

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In the Old Testament they persecuted 
the prophets, and broke all God’s com- 
mands. Then when God sent His only 
begotten Son to earth, they refused to 
believe in Him, and finally had Him 
crucified. How they have paid in an- 
guish and suffering! 

Sometimes we wonder what we can 
learn from these stories about the Jews. 
God said all the things that happened to 
Israel were to teach us, so we should 
try to get the lessons. 

We might write these on the board. 
where we can all see them. The first 
one is that God never forgets, He always 
keeps His word, whether it is promise 
or punishment. Some of His promises 
are still not fulfilled, and some of thr 
punishments have not yet come — but 
they will. 

The next lesson for us is that it is 
not God’s will for us to say or do any- 
thing against a Jew, as they belong to 
God’s Chosen People, which He says are 
as dear to Him as the “apple of his eye.” 
You hear many unkind things said about 
Jews, even by Christian people, but they 
do not know God’s Word, perhaps. 

We can get another lesson from the 
faithfulness of Jeremiah. Though God 
told him these prophecies were for a 
long time ahead, yet he believed them 
and spoke them, and wrote them for the 
people who would come after him, and 
so, we have the Book of Jeremiah, with 
all its wonderful foretelling of things 
even yet to happen. Just_think what 
we would miss if Jeremiah had not 
written down the words God gave him 
I wonder if we are as faithful as Jere- 
miah. God has given each one of us a 
job to do for Him. We are to take the 
Gospel to all nations, beginning righ‘ 
in our own house —even you children 
who are small. If you have believed or 
the Lord Jesus Christ, then you have 
been called by God to tell the story to 
others.

2. Little Known Characters of the 
New Testament (Philem. 1-25)

HIS week’s prayer meeting can fol- 
low the same plan as that suggested 
for last week, when Old Testament char- 
acters were under consideration. The 
daily readings suggest six New Testa- 
ment characters that you may wish to 
assign to various members of your group. 
They are Apollos (Acts 18: 24-28); Dor- 
cas (Acts 9:36-42); Simeon (Luke 2:25- 
35); Martha (Luke 10:38-42); Philip 
(Acts 8:5-40); Festus (Acts 25:1-27). Or, 
you may choose from such others as 
the leper who returned (Luke 17:11-19); 
the rich young ruler (Luke 18:18-25); 
Zaccheus (Luke 19:1-10); Cornelius 
(Acts 10:1-48); Rhoda (Acts 12:1-17); 
Elymas (Acts 13:6-12); Felix (Acts 24: 
10-26). In considering these men and 
women it is important that more than 
the-mere historical facts about them 
Should be given. In each case the les- 
son from their lives should be drawn. 
; 4 

The Scripture portion chosen for this 
week’s prayer meeting tells of a slave 
named Onesimus. He had run away 
from a wealthy master named Philemon, 
who lived in Colosse. During. one-of 
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Paul’s missionary journeys, Philemon 
had heard Paul preach, and had become 
a follower of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
What is more, Philemon had brought 
together a group of Christians who were 
meeting in his home, for Paul speaks of 
“the church in: thy house,” and calls 
Philemon his “fellowlabourer.” 
Sometime after Paul had left Colosse, 
and probably while he was a prisoner 
in Rome, he had come across the run- 
away slave, Onesimus, and had. won 
Onesimus to Christ. Paul speaks of. him 


in this Letter as “my son . ,. . whom I 
have begotten in my bonds” (vy. 10). 
ye 


Under the Roman law a slave was the 
property of his owner just as much as 
a horse or a sheep would have been. 
Furthermore, this slave could have been 
punished for having run away, and also 
for having stolen from his master, which 
is implied in verse 18. But Paul does 
not go into the right or wrong in the 
matter of slavery. He appeals to Phile- 
mon on the ground of a higher law — 
the law of Christian love and brother- 
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hood, reminding Philemon that although 
Onesimus, whose name means ‘“useful” 
or “profitable,” and who, at one time, 
had been “unprofitable,” has now be- 
come profitable to both Paul and Phile- 
mon, and is now being returned to Phile- 
mon as a profitable Christian brother, 
to be treated as such by his former 
master, 
4 

Notice Paul’s offer to reimburse Phile- 
mon for any debt that Onesimus might 
owe his former master. Here is a mar- 
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velous picture of what the Lord Jesus 
has done for each one who has accepted 
Him, and is trusting in Him. The debt 
that we could not pay, and which we 
have incurred in our retellion against 
God and running away from Him, the 
Lord Jesus has taken upon Himself and 
has paid in our behalf on Calvary. Hence 
we read in Colossians 2:13, 14, “And 
you, being dead in your, sins and the 
uncircumcision of your flesh, hath he 
quickened together with him, having 
forgiven you all trespasses; blotting out 
the handwriting of ordinances that was 
against us, which was contrary to us, 
and took it out of the way, nailing it 
to his cross.” 

So there are at least five valuable les- 
sons we may learn from this record of 
Paul’s dealing with Onesimus and Phile- 
mon — (1) the lesson of Christ’s dealing 
with us as rebellious, unprofitable serv- 
ants; (2) the lesson of practical right- 
eousness; (3) the lesson of Christian 
brotherhood; (4) the lesson of Christian 
courtesy; and (5) the lesson of the law 
of love.

TrmeEs may come forth with a clear re- 
pudiation of the endorsement of Heim 
and the Scottish Church.” The Editor 
then asked Dr. Buswell for more evi- 
dence, and particularly quotations, which 
would make it clear that Heim and 
Kittel (both mentioned in the review) 
are unsound teachers, and that the 
Church of Scotland is Liberal. Dr. Bus- 
well was unavoidably delayed in send- 
ing such material, but has now sent the 
Editor a long manuscript, which he did 
not expect him to publish in full, but 
which provides abundant evidence to 
show that Heim and Kittel cannot be 
trusted as sound, evangelical teachers; 
that the Scottish Church today is Lib- 
eral; and that the book review was, 
therefore, mistaken in these respects. 
The following quotations, which sup- 
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port Dr. Buswell’s criticism, are taken 
from his paper: 

“What the reviewer had in mind was 
the genuine revival of true Biblical faith 
in Scotland in the early part of the 
nineteenth century. But how did that 
revival come abcut? The reviewer, in 
correspondence with me, answered this 
question before I asked it. He described 
at some length the revival and its lead- 
ership, mentionirg such names as Mc. 
Cheyne, the Haldanes, Horatio and An- 
drew Bonar, and greatest of all, Thomas 
Chalmers. The list given is indeed im- 
pressive, but who are these men? Every 
minister of Scotland mentioned in the 
listy without exception, was a leader in 
the separationist movement which led 
to the formation of the Scottish Free 
Church which separated from the estab- 
lished church! . 

“Separation from a church which was 
wholly under contrcl of unbelief was 
found to be the only effective method 
in the Scottish situation of a century 
ago. The Scripture makes it perfectly 
plain that a born again Christian ‘can- 
not partake of the table of the Lord and 
of demons’ (1 Cor. 10:21). In the Scot- 
tish situation it was the clear-cut stand 
for separation from the Communion 
table controlled by ‘idolators’ which 
brought conviction to the hearts of the 
great mass of Bible-believing people. 


“Gerhard Kittel of Tiibingen, like his 
father Rudolnh Kittel of Leipzig, is a 
great linguistic and textual scholar. He 
works largely in the field which is some- 
times called ‘lower criticism.’ In this 
area of objective facts, Gerhard Kittel 
is probably the greatest lexicographer 
we have. 

“In an historical article entitled ‘Jesus 
und die Rabbinen’ (‘Jesus and the Rab- 
bis’), he brings to lizht much valuable 
information about the historical setting 
of the life and works of Christ, but 
he seems to take it for granted that the 
actual historical Jesus is to be explained, 
like any other remarkable man, as a 
product of his time. He says: ‘Finally, 
it is an everyday phenomenon that every 
man forms his mode of life upon the 
opposing circumstances which encounter 
him. Must we not reckon with the 
possibility that Jesus also was influenced 
in the mode of his speech and work by 
the opposing circumstances which he 
found and against which he set him- 
self? Must he not have patterned his 
polemics upon their views, upon their 
forms of thought and argument in order 
to reduce them to silence?’ (p, 221.) 

““So we may ... regard Jesus as a 
member. of Palestinian Jewry, and we 
may look for a reflection of the cus- 
tomary predicative and descriptive forms 
of speech in his time and among his 
people in some manner in-the forms em- 
ployed by him’ (p. 242).... 

“In another article in the same series 
of publications, entitled ‘Jesus als Seel- 
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sorger’ (‘Jesus as a Pastor’), there are 
peaytiful lessons in pedazovty, but sal- 
yation by the blood of Christ is a neg- 
lected theme. 

“One of our N.B.I. professors recently 
addressed a student conference on the 
subject of the Cross of Christ, empha- 
sizing that aspect of it which is an ob- 
jective atonement satisfying the wrath 
of God against sin. At the close of the 
meeting a graduate student from Tiibin- 
gen contrasted his message on the atone- 
ment with the emphasis of Heim. The 
student stated that to Heim the atone- 
ment was not to satisfy the wrath of 
God, but only to break the chains by 
which man was held. This is the neo- 
orthodox, not the orthodox view. The 
NB.I. professor asked the graduate stu- 
dent from Tiibingen whether in the the- 
ology of Heim the Word of God is the 
Bible as a book which may be studied, 
or a subjective experience. The Tiibin- 
gen student replied emphatically that in 
his theology the Word of God is the 
subjective experience. Again just like 
the neo-orthodox, but not the orthodox 
view. It could not be the Bible, he said, 
because the Bible is full of mistakes and 
discrepancies ! 

‘Karl Heim said in 1935, ‘I confess 
that in all political and economic respects 
Iam in full agreement with the German 
leader, Adolph Hitler, who has deliv- 
ered us from the threatening danger of 
Bolshevism’ (‘The Church of Christ and 
the Problems of the Day,’ Sprunt Lec- 
tures for 1935, Scribners, p. 31)... . 

“Karl Heim’s philosophy is called di- 
mensionalism. The essence of it is that 
Gospel truth may be held to be true 
in some other dimension than the factual 
and critical dimensions of history. Thus 
it is that in Heim’s work we find beau- 
tiful references to the atonement — ‘his 
substitutionary work for our eternal sal- 
vation’ (Ibid., p. 92), but this is not 
meant historically and factually, for 
Heim continues: ‘It is a striking fact 
that neither Paul nor John has set up 
a detailed theory, either a theory of 
sacrifice or a detailed doctrine of the 
vicarious punishment, or of ransom. They 
did not find the decisive matter in the 
reconciliation here. .. . None of these 
passages speak in detail of what Christ 
did on earth, in order to accomplish our 
reconciliation, but pre-eminently of what 
happened previously in the heart of 
God’ (Ibid., pp. 94f.). 

“The absurdities and contradictions 
of such irrational systems as Ritschlian- 
ism, Barthianism, and Heim’s dimension- 
alism, are revealed in Heim’s view of 
death, resurrection, creation, and evolu- 
tion. Non-being is alleged to be being, 
and nothing is declared to be a material 
Something. Heim says with regard to 
death: ‘But since God is indeed there, 
when we return to the state of not- 
being from which the Creator originally 
called us, we fall not into nothingness, 
but into the everlasting arms. We re- 
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turn to the condition in which God can 


re-create us... . For God, then, noth- 
ingness and not-being is what marble 
is to the sculptor, material for his cre- 
ative hand.’ .. . 

“In other words, the Bible as a printed 
book which may be studied in time and 
space is not the Word of God according 
to Karl Heim, ... 

“But when we come to speak of the 
Creator and the Lord, we find that we 
have not only no way of approach to the 
content of the Reality indicated by these 
words, but not even a key enabling us 
to understand the dimensional structure 
of the content which here confronts us. 

. God is beyond all “spaces.” Every 
movement we can execute to find Him 
within the “spaces” accessible to us car- 
ries us further away from God, either 
in the direction of Idolatry or in that of 
Pantheism’ (Ibid., p. 211). 

“Where is the plain, simple doctrine of 
the historical incarnation of our Lord 
Jesus Christ! .. 

“Edwin Lewis, the neo-Barthian theo- 
logian of Drew Seminary, and now of the 
Biblical Seminary in New York, refers 
to Heim’s dimensionalism with approval 
in his chapter, ‘The Rising Tide of Faith’ 
in ‘Philosophy of the Christian Revela- 
tion.’ Edwin Lewis says of Heim’s view 
that ‘God being that dimension which 
maintains and pervades all other dimen- 
sions, He is not apprehensible by those 
means by which we apprehend these 
other dimensions .. .” (p. 277). It is 
this Edwin Lewis who says that he be- 
lieves in the virgin birth of Christ ‘myth- 
ically,’ and that he believes in Christ’s 
resurrection, but that this does not mean 
that a dead person came to life and 
walked about. ... 

“Hugh Thompson Kerr, in an article 
entitled ‘An Interpretation of Karl 
Heim’ in Religion in Life, Vol. VII, 1938, 
page 139, says, ‘The chief difference be- 
tween Barth and Heim is one of method, 
for they are at one in aim and pur- 
pose.’ 

“A book entitled ‘The Terrible Crystal,’ 
studies in Kierkegaard and * modern 
Christianity, by M. Chaning-Pearce, pub- 
lished by the Oxford University Press 
in 1941, is quite a noteworthy summary 
of neo-orthodox philosophy. The fol- 
lowing . [is] significant, ‘. . the 
neo-Protestant orthodoxy of such writers 
as Brunner, Heim, and Gogarten .. ”’ 
(p. 49).” 

In defense of his position, the Tnves 
reviewer sent Dr. Buswell a statement 
from a young pastor who went to study 
for two years at Tiibingen. The student 
wrote of the professors there,- “These 
men ... were as a matter of fact on 
the whole as evangelical as our men 
at Princeton.” Dr. Buswell presents the 


following evidence of dangerous teach- 
ing at Princeton: 

“Years ago in one issue of the Presby- 
terian Emil Brunner denied the histori- 
cal fact of the fall of man, and affirmed 
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that man is descended from an apelike 
form, while in the same issue of the 
same paper, President Mackay endorsed 
Emil Brunner as thoroughly sound and 
orthodox. 

“In the second editorial of the July 
issue of Theology Today (p. 152), H. T. 
Kerr, Jr., assistant professor of Syste- 
matic Theology at Princeton Seminary, 
describes ‘the theories of verbal inspira- 
tion and plenary inspiration’ as ‘false 
and misleading views of the Bible.’ Kerr 
says this in conjunction with his high
